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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-10 and 12-15 are pending in this application. 

Action Summary 

1 . The provisional rejection of claims 1 -1 0 and 1 2-1 5 on the grounds of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 20 of copending 
application 1 1/091 ,649 is hereby withdrawn as applicant has filed a terminal disclaimer. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 4, 10 and 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Applicants in the claims recite the phrase 
"derivatives". Webster's Dictionary defines a derivative as "a substance derived from, or 
of such composition and properties, that it may be considered as derived from, another 
substance by chemical change, esp. by the substitution of one or more elements or 
radicals". Based on this definition it is unclear what the derivative is. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-3 and 5-9 and allowed. The prior art does not teach, suggest or 
disclose a composition comprising carbohydrate encapsulated nanoparticles, wherein 
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the nanoparticles comprise a gold core having a diameter of about 4-20 nm and the 
carbohydrate molecules are attached to the gold nanoparticles and the carbohydrate 
comprises at least 1 50 carbohydrate molecules. 

Conclusion 

4. Claims 4, 1 0 and 1 2-1 5 are rejected.
